Maine was 80 called as early as 1623, 


from Maine, in France, of which, Hen- 1 


rietta Maria, Queen of England, was 
roprietor. Popular nnme— The Lim- 
a or Pine Tree State. 

New Hampshire was 8 name given 
to the territory conveyed by the Ply- 
mouth Company to Captain John Mason 
by patent, November 27, 1629, with 
—— to the patentee, who was 
Governor of Portsmouth in Hampshire, 


England, Popular name—The Granite 


State, 

Vermont was 86 called by the inhab- 
itants in their Declaration of Independ- 
ence, January 19, 1777, from the 
French, verd mont, the Green Moun- 
tains. Popular Mountain 
State. 

Massachusetts was so called from 
Massachusetis Bay, and that from a 
tribe of Indians in the neighborhood of 
Boston. The tribe is thought to have 
derived its name from the Blue Hills of 
Milton, ‘‘I have learnt, says Roger 
Williams, ‘‘that the Massachusetts were 
so called from the Blue Hills.“ Popular 
name—The Bay State. 

Rhode Island was so called in 1664, 
in reference to the Island of Rhodes, 
in the Mediterranean. Popular name, 
—Little Rhoda. 

Connecticut was so called from the 
Indian name of its principal river. 
Connetticut is a Mocheakannew word 
signifying long river. Popular name— 
The Nutmeg or Freestone State. 

New York was so called in 1664, in 
reference aes of York and Al- 
bany, to whom 
ed by the King of England. Popular 
name—The Empire or Excelsior State. 

New Jersey was so called in 1664, 
from the Island of Jersey, on the coast 
of France, the residence of the family 
of Sir George Carteret, to whom the 
territory was granted. 

Pennsylvania was so called in 1681, 
after William Penn. Popular name— 
The Keystone State. 

Delaware was so called in 1703, from 
Delaware Bay, on which it lies, and 
which received its name from Lord de 
la Waré, who died on this bay. Popu- 
lar name—The Blue Hen or Diamond 
State. 

Maryland was called in honor of Hen- 
rietta Maria, Queen of Charles I, in his 
patent to Lord Baltimore, June 30th, 
1632. 

Virginia was so called in 1584, after 
Elizabeth, the virgin Queen of England. 
Popular name—The Old Dominion or 
Mother of Presidents. 

Carolina was so called by the French 
in 1564, in honor of King Charles IX, 
of France. Popular name of South Car- 
olina—The Palmetto State; of North 
Carolina—The Old North, or Turpentine 
State. 

Georgia was so called in 1732, in honor 
of King George II. 

Alabama was so called in 1814, from 
its principal river, meaning “Here we 
rest.“ 

Mississippi was so called in 1800, from 
its western boundary. Mississippi is 
said to denote the river formed by the 
union of many. Popular name — The 
Bayou State. 

Louisiana was so called in honor of 
Louis XIV., of France. Popular name, 
—The Creole State. 

Tennessee was so called in 1796, from 
its principal river. The word Ten-as- 
se is said to signify a carved spoon. 
Popular name—'The Big Bend State. 

Kentucky was so called in 1792; from 
its principal river. Popular name— 
The State of the Dark and Bloody 
Ground. 

Illinois was so called in 1809, from 
its principal river. The word is said to 
signify ‘‘ The river of men.’’ Popular 
name—The Sucker or Prairie State. 

Indiana was so called in 1809, from 
the American Indians. Popular name, 
The Hoosier State. 

Ohio was so called in 1802, from its 
southern boundary. Popular name— 
The Buckeye State. Meaning of In- 
dian word Ohio, Beautiful.“ 

Missouri was so called in 1821, from 
its principal river. Indian name mean- 
ing muddy water.” 

Michigan was so called in 1802, from 
the lake on its border. Indian name, 
meauing a wier for fish.“ Popular 
name — The Wolverine State. 
Arkansas was so called in 1812 from 
its principal river. Indian name. Popu- 
lar uame—The Bear State. 

Fiorida was so called by Juan Ponce 
de Leon in 1572, because it was discov- 
ered on Easter Sunday.

WILL IT RAIN} 


The above question is on every lip, 
and with most people there isa great 
@eal more importance attached to it 
than it deserves. True, there are some 
important interests in Los Angeles coun- 
ty that must suffer more or less, without 
a sufficient quantity of rain; but of all 
Places this locality can go through a 
yoar of drought with the least damage. 
Sin the Atlantic States a year of drought 
means a total failure of almost every- 
thing with the farmer, while here, even 
With our present limited facilities for 
Mrigation, many of our farmers know 
pmo difference between a wet and a dry | 
season, so far as their farming operations 
Bo, except that in the latter case they 
get better prices for their farm products. 

Among the first to feel the effects of 
B drought, are the sheep raisers, and 
they, for want of forethought, are large- 
ly to blame for their own misfortunes. 
There is no year, wet or dry, but for a 
month or six weeks, between the first 
Wins and the coming of the new grass, 
Peneep ought to be fed, and there are 
few sheep ranges but contain sufficient 
and of a suitable quality for the rais- 
ing of the needed feed. All that is ne- 
Cessary is a few agricultural implements 
and a little labor expended, and every 
Contingency can be provided against. 
And if the feed when raised, should not 
be needed, a market can generally be 
found for it that will pay at least the 
cost of its production. 4 

But, will it rain? Well, suppose it 
does not rain this year, it will next. or 
the year after, and shall we at the pros- 
pect of one year of drought, abandon 
our rich country, salubrious climate, 
and the homes and business we have 
established here, and go in search of a 
country where it never fails to rain? 
That would be the height of foolish- 
Hess. Or shall the intending purchaser 
Of a home here abandon the idea and 
Wait for a better season? Certainly 
not, for the country will go on improv- 
ing as it has in the past, and next year, 
when it rains, the purchaser will have 
to pay a higher price for his land, and 
fake the chances of succeeding dry 
years, which are sure to come.

NEW YEARS. AT THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


The Ohio Legisiature—The Clif! Dwellers’

WasHinoton, Jan. 2.—New Year’s Day 
was erally observed, the Executive 
Mansion as usual being the scene of the 
greatest interest. he East m, 
the Red, Blue and Green Parlors were all 
thrown open. Linen was stretched upon 
the carpets of the three parlors, but the 
rich carpets of the main hall remained ex- 

to view. Palms and other tropical 
plants filled the spaces between the doors 
and main hall and several magnificent 
floral pieces adorned the East room and 
Blue and Green parlors. The full Marine 
Band was stationed in the corridor 
between the East room and the main 
ante-room and played several marches 
and overtures during the reception. Mrs. 
Logan, Mrs. Cameron, Mrs. Jones, Mrs. 
James, Mrs. Miller, Mrs. Pendleton, Mrs. 
Pearson and Robeson, the ladies who 
were to receive with the President and 
members of the Cabinet and their wives, 
assembled in the Blue room, where they 
were soon joined by President Arthur and 
Secretary Frelinghuysen. The Diplomatic 
Corps was then received. Each Minister 
was presented to the President by the 
Secretary of State and the Minister then 


resented his Secretary to the ladies of 


he legation. Allan, Hawaiian Min- 
ister, now Dean of the Corps, with 
his young daughter, were the first to be 
presented. The following countries were 
represented: Germany, Hayti, Turkey, 
Japan, Sweden and Norway, France, 
Mexico, Portugal, Guatemala and Salva- 
doi, Russia, Bolivia, Chili, Spain, Bel- 
gium, Great Britain, Peru, Venzuela, 
Denmark, Austria, Brazil and China. 
After the diplomatic co had been pre- 
sented Chief Justice Waite and the asso- 
ciate justices of the Supreme Court were 
received. They were followed by Sena- 
tors and Representatives in Congress and 
other friends according to programme. 
The general reception to private citizens 
took place between 1 and 2 p. m. and was 
largely attended. 


OFFICERS FOR ARIZONA. 


It is announced on the best authority 
that President Arthur has finally decided 
to fill the vacancy caused by the resigna- 
tion of Governor Fremont of Arizona by 
the appointment of F. A. Tritle of Nevada 
to the position. Mr. Tritle was the Re- 

ublican candidate for Governor of Nevada 
in 1870, when he was defeated by L. R. 
Bradley, familiarly known as Old Broad- 
horns. The President will also appoint 
H. Van Arnim of Oakland to be Secretary 
of Arizona Territory. 


IRISH ITEMS. 


The Irish Exétutive Wakes ap—The 
Duke of Argyll'’s Say. 


New York, Jan. 1.—A cable special to 
the Tribune from London of December 
3ist says: The Irish Executive appears at 
last awake to the necessity of coming to 
close quarters with Irish ruffianism. The 
organization of cleven of the worst coun- 
ties in five districts, each under the super- 
vision of a special magistrate, though a 
step in advance, is probably only prelim- 
inary to still more direct and efficient ac- 
tion, for which fresh parliamentary pow- 
ers are deemed necessary. These magis- 
trates are really inspectors, with instruc- 
tions to institute minute personal exam- 
inations in each district, and with power 
to use the police and military in urgent 
cases, but they are charged especially to 


advise the central executive of the 
best means of restoring order. 
This is really an attempt to cut 


red tape, and so is the Privy Coun- 
cil’s sanction to serving writs by t or 
placard. The authorities believe that the 
arrest of Connell has disorganized the 
most dangerous of the ribbon socialists. 
Forster’s resolve to prohibit the circula- 
tion of seditious newspapers, whether Irish 
or foreign, comes, as usual, late, but meets 
— the hoarty approval of the loyal pub- 
e. 
CHAMBERLAIN CONTRADICTED. 


The Duke of Argyll publishes a letter 
which flatly contradicts Chamberlain’s re- 
cent assertion that the avowed objects of 
the Land League were originally legal and 
were approved by the Government. Dur- 
ing 1880, when he was a member, he pro- 
claimed the objects of the Land League to 
be unlawful and unjust, and founded a 
State prosecution on their illegality. This 
is the second contradiction which Cham- 
Werlain has incurred in his efforts to con- 
ciliate his radical supporters. 


Horse Thieves on a High. 


WILLows, Cal., Jan. 2.—A man by the 
name of French was arrested at Maxwell 
and brought to this place to-day on a war- 
rant charging him with horse stealing. 
He was taken to his supper this evening, 
and while thus engaged the constable 
went outside. French, observing the ab- 
sence of the officer, walked out of the hotel 
and made good his escape. 

Last night about one o’clock some one 
stole the horse of a farmer named George 
Devenpeck. The horse was tied to a hitch- 
ing post in town. 


Careless Car Driver. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 2.—A street 
car at the crossing of the Virgnia avenue 
and Union railway tracks was run into by 
a freight train of the Wabash railway this 
morning. Sister Mary Assumption Con- 
way, of St. Mary’s Catholic Academy, in 
attempting to get out of the car was 
thrown under the freight train and in- 
stantly killed.

“SMITHSONIAN SEARCH. 


A Deserted City Sixty Miles Leng 
Diseovered in New Mexico. 
Associated Press Dispatches.] ] 
New York, January 1.—The discovery 
of a deserted city sixty miles long cut out 
of the rocky face of a winding cliff, has 
rewarded the efforts of the Stevenson 
Smithsonian Institute, exploring party 
during its researches in New Mexico and 
Arizona during the past season. This is 
by far the most important find yet made 
among the ancient haunts of the Cliff 
Dweller. Some of the houses contain 
four or five dwellings, one on top of the 
other, and on the plateau above the cliff 
were found many ruins of temples of wor- 


ship built of well cut square 
stones. A comparison of the 
collections of ttery and im- 


po 

lements gathered in the cliff houses 

y the exploring party with those obtained 
in the Pueblo villages strengthens the 
belief that the Pueblo Indians are the 
degenerated descendants of the once pow- 
erful race that built the ruined cities of 
the plains, and then retreating before 
some more warlike foe, the cliff dwellers 
carved out these singular dwellings on the 
sheer walls of dizzy precipices and found 
in them it may be for centuries both 
fortresses and homes. Perhaps the hiero- 
glyphic inscriptions seen by Mr. Steven- 
son will some day be deciphered and be 
found to contain the tragic history of the 
wasting away by wars and famines of this 
ill-fated people who, like the Coneys of the 
Bible, made the rocks their refuge. 


A DIRE DISASTER. 


Three Children Burned to Death in a 
Boarding House. 


Brapronp, Pa., Jan. 1.—The boarding 
house of Garrett Abers, near Richburg, 
N. V., was destroyed by fire at one o’clock 
this morning. Gas from an oil well was 
used as fuel in the cooking stove. and an 
unexpected pressure set the kitchen on 
fire. Mrs. Abers was sick with a fever in 
a front room up stairs. Her husband, 
who is 70 years of age, was sitting by her 
bedside, and from his prolonged watching 
was about exhausied and fell asleep. He 
was first awakened by the smoke 
and discovered that the entire rear 
part of the building was in 
flames. Seizing his wife he carricd her 
out and laid her down in tke snow in her 
night clothes. He then went back to 
awaken the three children, who were 
sleeping in a rear room upstairs, but 
could not reach them. There were two 
girls aged 13 and 11 years, and a boy aged 
10. Their legs, arms and heads wére 
burned off and their trunks blackened and 
charred. Several rsons down stairs 
were also dangerously burned in making 
their escape. The physicians think Mrs. 
Abers will die from exposure in the snow 
in connection with the fire. Mr. Abers is 
nearly insane with gricf. 


A FRIGHTFUL FALL- 


One Hundred Persons Killed and 
Injured by a Falling Floor. 


CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 2.—During the 
Knights of Pythias festival at Shonesville, 
Tuscarora county, last evening, the floor 
gave way, precipitating the company, 
numbering over two hundred, to the floor 
below. Two persons were instantly killed, 
ten fatally injured. and between seventy 
and eighty more or less bruised or burned. 
The building took fire almost instantly, 


producing a scene of the _ wildest 
excitement. The lights were near- 
ly all extinguished, leaving the 


shrieking, struggling mass of humanity to 
grope their way from the ruins almost in 
the dark. By prompt action of those who 
escaped uninjured and other citizens sum- 
moned by the terrible alarm, the fire was 
subdued, but not until quite a number 
had been more or less burned. The list of 
killed and wounded will number nearly. 
one hundred. The night was very cold 
and the scene as described as frightful in 
the extreme. The namesof the killed and 
injured have not been given.

This would indicate 
their intention of reaching San Francisco 
by one of the two routes they have sur- 
veyed, in to secure land 
granted to some years 
since, The line marked on their maps 
with broad black lines enters California 
by way of the Needles, on the Colorado 

ver, crosses the Mohave desert into San 
Bernardino county, intersects the South- 
ern Pacific at Colton, whence a line di- 
verges to San Diego, then passes to the 
coast, which it follows to Monterey coun- 
ty, when it crosses the hills to Soledad 
and Salinas, following, therefore, after the 
general line of the northern division of 
the Southern Pacific to San Francisco. 
This line, though mapped, has not been 
decided on, and there is a possibility that 
the route willcross the Tehachape pass in- 
to the San Joaquin valley and follow down 
the west side of the San Joaquin river to 
some point on the eastern side of the bay, 
convenient to San Francisco. It is by no 
means certain that either of these routes 
will be followed, while it is barely possible 
that the route finally selected will be that 
through Southern Nevada and across the 
Sierra by way of Yosemite and the Mari- 
posa Big Trees. It is reasonably certain 
that the Atlantic and Pacific will reach 
San Francisco by some route independent 
of the Southern Pacific. All that is now 
known is that surveying parties are still 
at work in the§deserts of Arizona and lower 
California. 


THE CALIFORNIA SOUTHERN. 


This road, which is now being con- 
structed chiefly by Boston capital, will 
connect San Diego city, on the Bay of San 
Diego, with the overland road being put 
through by the same persons, and which 
will have San Francisco for one of its 
objective points. The road is completed 
to San Luis Rey, in San Diego county, 
and is ready for track-laying as far 
as Temecula. It is not absolutely 
determined, or at least made public, 
where the junction will be effect- 
ed with the overland road, but it 
will probably be at some point near Col- 
ton, in San Bernardino county. The road, 
it is said, will be finished so as to give San 
Diego a connection with the Southern 
Pacific about April Ist. The Cali- 
fornia Southern will open up a great 
deal of country which has not been 
in much favor heretofore, owing to its in- 
accessibility to market. The construction 
of the road has given a 2 impetus to 
the growth of the city of San Diego, and 
has attracted a great many settlers, who 
are rapidly taking up the choice Govern- 
ment land.

His Views on the Mineral 8 


Fishing Gréunds and the Superior 


Ool. H. G. Otis who has been connected 
with the fur seal islands of Alaska as 
United States Collector or Treasurer for 
the past two years, and is now spending} 
the winter at Santa Barbars, in an inter- 
view with s representative of the T | 
the other day, gave the following informa: 
tion that will be of more than passing in- 
terest to the readers of the Tnüas: Pros- 
peoting for the precious metals i and has 
been active, but as yet no considerable 
results have been achieved. Last sum: 
mer a party of prospectors from Califor- 
fornia—from Oakland, I think—proceed- 
ed to Golovin Bay, an arm of Norton 
Sound, to search for silver and graphite. 
Their vessel was wrecked about August 
15th, but the crew made the Jand in safe- 
ty, and were subsequently brought off by 
the United States revenue cutter Thomas 
Corwin, with the exception of a small 
party left on the mineral ground to hold 
the fort. The adventurous prospectors 
propose to try it again another year. 
The Cassiar diggings, of which you have 
@ frequently heard, are not situated in 
Alaska Territory, but within the domin- 
ion of British Columbis, away up the 
Stakhine river, thongh they are reached 
by the way of Fort Wrangle and Sitka. 
These mines appear to be petering out, 
and the season’s work of 1880 was unfa- 
. vorable and disappointing to the few min- 
“ers who still kept pegging away 
there. The result of the past sea- 
son’s operations I have not heard. 
NO MINES YET. 
It is possible that Alaska is rich in unde- 
veloped precious metals I hope it is—but 
as yet they have not been uncovered; and 
I give you the facts as they are. Of 


course in a cold and rugged country like 


that mining o tions are difficult. The 
shortness of. seasons in which active 
operations can be carried on is one great 
drawback. 
The timber area is very great, though 
— roport ion of good to poor timber is 
I. The trees consist principally of 
— the spruce family largely pre- 
ponderating. r. Petroff, the special 
agent of the tenth census for Alaska, who 
has been over a greater part of the coun- 
try than any recent traveler, found timber 
very abundant on the Alexander Archi- 
lago and the contiguots mainland. He 
ound it less abundant from the head of 
Cross Sound to the Kenat Peninsula, and 
noted it as spreading west and southwest 
as far as the last half of Kadiak Island. 
From that point across Shelitor Straits it 
is found on the mainland and the penin- 
sula bordering on the same latitude. Op- 
posite Kudiak Island it is not found on the 
coast, but is confined te the interior. At 
Cook’s Inlet, however, it impinges on the 
coast slacking down to the shores and ex- 
tending around to the Kenai Peninsula, 
and from this peninsula into the interior, 
covering a great area and coming down tu 
within from 50 to 150 miles of the sea- 
board. Even in wind-swept and inhos- 
pitable northwestern Alaska, above the 
mouth of the great river Yukon, some 
rtions of the coast of Norton Sound are 
rdered by forests as far north as Oape 
Denbigh, in latitude 64 deg., 22 min., and 
stunted growths are found clear to the 
shores of the Frozen Ocean. But the line 
of the Yukon is practically the northern 
limit of tree growth. 


GOOD TEMBER SCARCE 


Much of tle timber is worthless. The 
yellow cedar, which is the exception, is 
pronounced a fine wood. The great bulk 
18 Sitkan spruce or balsam fir, making 
lumber not of the first quality. There 
arc, besides, scattered thickets of 
maple, poplar, birch and willow, 
of small economic value. No lumber. is 
exported from Alaska, but the supplies re- 
quired there are with unimportant excep- 
tions imported from Washington Territo- 
ry, Oregon or California. You will readily 
perceive that so long as the great forests 
of those regions continue to hold out the 
more remote lumber mills of Alaska will 
have to come into competition with 
them in the California market, and the 

uestion of a profitable, development of 
this industry is thus surrounded with 
great difficulties. Ido not think that ship- 
building in the country is likely to become 
an interest in our time. 

Lignite coal has long been known to ex- 
ist at several points in the coast regions 
of southerm and western Alaska, but has 
never been mined with any profit. The 
oldest coal mine is that on Cook“ Inlet at 
a place still called Coal Harbor. At Oonga, 
in the Shumagin Islands, a coal mine was 
also opened by the Russians many years 
ago, abandoned, and subsequently reoceu- 

ied and worked by Americans. A Cali- 

ornia company, in which were several 
Santa Barbara men, made very patient, 
persistent and thorough efforts to develop 
this mine into a paying one, but never 
succeeded. Coal veins have also been 
opened in the Alexander and the Sitkan 


Archipelagoes, and at points to the west- 


ward, but the quality of the coal taken 
from the mines named has been found of 
too poor a quality to be used on steam- 
ships, and these vessels, when going into 
Alaskan waters, usually carry their own 
coal with them or have it supplied from 
British Columbia, Australia or California. 
A partial exception to this rule is the case 
of the United States revenue steamer 
Thomas Corwin. In the summer of 1880 
Capt. Hooper of that vessel, after having 
exhausted his coal supply taken from San 
Francisco, opened a vein above Cape Lis- 
burn, on the Arctic shore, and easily coaled 
ship with a good —— for steam pro- 
dueing purposes. He repeated the experi- 
ment in tlie past season when searching 
for Wrangel Land and traces of the Jean- 
nette. 

THE FISHING GROUNDS. 


The fishing grounds are unquestionably 
extensive and swarming with fine fish. 
The Alaskan rivers are fairly alive with 
salmon of large size and splendid quality. 
Tho silver salmon of the Yukon, the qual- | 
ity of which I know from actual test, will 
weigh from 75 to 100 pounds; and in the 
Aleutians I have eaten salmon-trout, the 
like of which I never expect to find in a 
warmer country. From the North Pacific 
and Behring Sea cod-banks an inexhaust- 
able supply of codfish can be drawn at will 
weaben 4 to more than supply all probable 
demand, however great. About the Aleu- 
tian and Shumagin Islands a kind of 
mackerel is also found, which is Bro 
nounced a fine fish, and golls well fn 


Francisco. Halibut weighi ing as much as 


000 pounds, herring and other varieties of 
fish abound in the seas or rivers. The 
codfishing interest of to-day is, however, 
not an important one in Alaska as com- 

ed with the great animal yields of the 
Mtlantic cod-banks. The shing fleet
